AUTO GOES HEAD-ON 


THROUGH A FENCE 


Three yen Fatally Hurt in Accident 


Caused by Bursting Tire in Big 


Race at Morris Park. 


New York, Sept. 28.—In the first ac- 


cident of consequence on the track 
three persons were perhaps fatally in- 
jured and a score of others were more 
or less bruised today in the titenty- 
four hour automobile race now in pro- 
gress at Morris park race track. One 
of the cars 
while going over sixty 


miles an hour 
crashed 
through a 


fence at the western turn of the track 
in the thirteenrh hour of the race. 
The car was a forty horse power 
Lozier, which was being driven by 
Harry Smelzer, of Newark, N. J. He 
was struck by a heavy timber and 
thrown, from the machine. 


'Skull Fractured; Will Die. 


When picked up it was found that 


his skull was fractured and he was 
taken to the Fordham hospital in a 
dying condition. John Clarke, a spec- 
tator, who was 
standing 
near the 


fence 
when 
the 
machine 
dashed 


through, was internally injured, and a 
boy named Fred Tape suffered a frac- 
ture of his right leg and other in- 
juries. 
Smelzer 
and his chauffeur, 


Linkrom, were racing with another 


machine with which they had been 
sprinting for half an hour. Suddenly 
the tire on the front right "wheel of 
the Lozier machine burst and the car 
swerved toward the fence at a point 
where about 200 persons were leaning 
over the rail watching the race. 


Later Smelzer died at the hospital 


to which he had been taken. 


Score Were Knocked Down. 


The accident came with such sud- 


denness that they were unable to get 
away and fully twenty of them were 
knocked down 
and 
painfully hurt. 


Crowds rushed out on the track and it 
was impossible for the police to hold 
them in check. Many had narrow es- 
capes from being hit by cars that 
were racing 
around 
the track, the 


race not having been interrupted by 
the accident. 
Driver Linkrom, who 


was riding with Smelzer, escaped in- 
jury. 
R was announced that the ma- 


chine probably could be repaired in a 
few hours and if it could, it would re- 
enter the race. 


At the end of the twelfth hour Fiat 


car No. 12 was still leading, having a 
record of 553- miles.

Millions of Dollars of Prop- 


erty, Destroyed—Peo- 


ple Starving. 


Paris, Sept. 2S.—The flood situation 


in the south of France is a little bet- 
ter today. The papers are filled with 
accounts of the immense destruction 
caused in the department of Herault, 
to which, the damage is principally 
confined and which is estimated to 
amount to $4,000,000. 


The rivers rose so rapidly in the 


valleys that the people working in the 
vineyards were cut off and compelled 
to seek refuge in trees and on the top 
of houses and walls. Reports from 
the departments of the Rhone, Gard 
and Vaer, say that the rivers every- 
where have 
overflown 
their banks 


and 
inundated 
the 
neighborhood, 


causing much distress among the peo- 
ple in those districts, many of whom 
have sought refuge in the upper parts 
of their houses and have been without 
food for days. 
The authorities are 


hurrying relief supplies to the flooded 
sections of the country. A number cf 
bodies have been recovered in various 
parts of the departments mentioned, 
but the exact loss of life is not known. 


A dispatch 
from 
Marseilles says 


that an unprecedented fall.there has 
flooded the lower parts of the city. 


In the department of Ardeche the 


rains have caused a dangerous rise in 
the streams and serious breaks in sev- 
eral dams. 


Parliament will be asked to furnish 


relief for the sufferers who were just 
beginning to recover from the losses 
sustained as a result of the crisis in 
the wine trade, which led to the wine 
growers revolt last summer. 


Much of the responsibility for the 


disastrous nature of the flood is at- 
tributed to the unrestricted denuding 
of the forests, and some of the papers 
here have begun an agitation looking 
to the systematic replanting of the 
hills with.trees- and the construction 
of artificiallakes-and dykes.

Seoul, Korea, Sept. 2S-—In all of her 


treaties and her representations 
to 


other governments Japan has given 
repeated assurance that she will pre- 
serve in Korea the principle of the 
open door and of equal opportunity for 
the commerce and capital of other na- 
tions on.exactly the same footing as 
for Japanese commerce and capita!. 
With this assurance the other powers 
have agreed to her having a free 
hand here. 


In the matter of tariffs there has 


apparently been no discrimination. 
Because of Japan's closeness to the 
Korean market she possesses an ad- 
vantage which makes such discrimin- 
ation unnecessary. The promulgation 
of the new treaty has been followe.1 
by considerable agitation for a- zoll- 
verein or customs union that would 
mean free trade between Japan nnd 
Korea and the erection of the Japan- 
ese tariff wall around Korea, but as 
the existing treaties between Korea 
and other governments have to be re- 
spected it is not likely that much 
headway in this direction can soon 
be made. Even should the American 
government, as has been indicated Lv 


some of ihe press dispatches from 


j Washington, manifest a willingness to 
sacrifice American commerce through 
a desire to cater to the tender sensi- 
bilities of the Japanese, it is not at ail 
likely that Great Britain or Germany 
or France would consent to any such 
cutting of the throat of their commer- 
cial interests.

door' a tendency is often manifested 
to restrict its application to the nar- 
row field of tariff duties. The treaty 
provisions and official assurances of 
open door and equal opportunity have 
a wider scope.

Soon, the Korean prime minister, who 
had been held in office by the Japan- 
ese in return for his part in making 
the bogus 3905 treaty, which gave 
Japan the only excuse for forcing'her 
advice upnn the Korean government.

DRESSES EACH. 


Twelve Thousand 
Women 
in New 


York Are Said to Spend $14,000 


and 6,000 Spend $5,000. 


Expert opinions fixes the average 


annual cost of a New York -woman's 
clothing at $285. This is not a large 


i!!, but :s the figure on which bal- 


ances the thousands who do not spend 
$20 and the scores who spend $35,000. 
A gown for the latter costs more than 
the enure expense of the family of the 
former. 


There are about one hundred wom- 


en in the metropolis who spend ?35,- 
000 a year each on dress, and it is 
not difficult to do so if one gets the 
necessary gown and accompaniments 
in order to be well dressed for each 
of the numerous occasions required 
by social custom. 
Then there are 


some 12,000 women in the city who 
each spend $14,000 a year, and about 
l>,000 who go close to $5,000. 


One day's 
shopping, 
not buying, 


simply 
as an experiment, 
showed 


how easy these highest figures can 
be reached. A furrier offered a fine 
sable coat for the "reasonable price" 
of $9,000, while a milliner suggested 
a fitting hat to go with it for ?70, and 
the bootmaker selected proper foot- 
wear for SI". The coat does not have 
to be renewed every month, but there 
must .be other coats, and it was learn- 
ed that the proper complement from 
opera, cloak down to the smallest 
jaunty street affair of fine cloth and 
exouisite trimming would cost a trifle 
of something like $20,000. Then there 
should 
be a matter 
of twenty-five 


hats, with their decorations of fine 
feathers and laces that average not 
more than $55 each, and there must 
1m more shoes than hats that can be 
had from $S to $20 a pair. Hats and 
shoes are subject to frequent change.. 


This is all very well for the out- 


side, but there must be at least a 
score of gowns to go with this, and 
gowns soon grow old and must lie fre- 
quently renewed. 
The best dress- 


makers want from $700 to $1,200 for 
the fine garments suitable for balls 
and dinner. 
Then all sorts of house 


and 
street 
gowns 
are 
necessary, 


which are much cheaper than the oth- 
ers, or from $100 to $500, but their 
number must be large. 


For the other clothing, including 


fans and parasols, it is difficult to get 
figures, for there is such a broad lati- 
tude in 
taste, quantity and quality, 


and 
frequent 
changes 
make pur- 


chases of almost daily 
occurrence. 


The cost soon runs into the thousands 
and makes the total expenditures of 
.$35,000 a year quite easy, to say noth- 
ing of the jewels, which are supposed 
to endure for some time, subject to 
the change in fashion.

Recipes for Home Made Cucumber Pickles 


The large ripe cucumbers make an 


excellent sweet pickle or they may 
be used in chow-chow. To make the 
sweet pickle, peel, take out the seeds 
and cut into inch pieces. Boil in vine- 
gar and -water, half and half, adding a 
little salt, until clear, but not at all 
"mushy." 
Drain. 
To seven pounds 


cucumbers allow three and one-half 
pounds of sugar and a pint strong 
•vinegar. Let this come to the boiling 
point, add the cucumbers 
and just 


scald — no more. 
Take 
out with a 


skimmer, and when cool pack in jars 
•with a sprinkling of cassia buds, stick 
cinnamon, whole cloves, allspice, a few 
blades of. mace, and a lew peppercorns. 
Then pour the syrup over them and 
seal- A few raisins may be 
desired.

Chopped Pickles of Yellow Cucumbers. 


This is another way of using the

salt; let stand over night.

and let them stand t\vo hours; season 
to taste, then 
drain, 
with ground 


cloves, cinnamon, allspice, ginger, pep- 
per'and salt: mix thoroughly, fill the 
cavities, pressing in well, then adjust 
the pieces where they were removed 
and tie firmly with white cord. Put 
in a preserving kettle, cover with cold 
vinegar and let remain over night. 
The next morning heat to a scald and 
simmer gently for half an hour; take 
out the mangoes and pack in a stone 
jar, covering with cold vinegar. The 
next morning pour off the vinegar, add 
sugar in the proportion of one-half 
cup to every two of vinegar, scald and 
pour over the pickles: set away, close- 


ly covered, and the}- will be ready for 
use in a month. 


Olive Oil Pickles. 


Slice without peeling enough me- 


dium sized cucumbers to fill a gallon 
jar. 
Pack in layers with two-thirds 


cup salt and let stand three hours. 
Drain carefully, then put in layers 
again, with two ounces white mustard 
seed, one ounce celery seed and two 
large onions chopped fine distributed 
through the layers. 
Add

cup 


olive "oil. 
When all the cucumbers 


are used cover with good cold vinegar. 
These are ready for immediate use, 
but improve with standing. 


Auburn Cucumber Pickles. 


For two hundred small cucumbers 


allow one coffee cup salt. Rinse the 
cucumbers, taking care not to bruise 
the skins. Pack in a firkin or jar, 
with the salt distributed between the 
layers. Cover with boiling water and 
let stand twenty-four hours. Pour off 
the water and wipe dry 
on a soft 


towel. Put: into your preserving ket- 
tle a scant gallon cider vinegar, a 
full coffee cup sugar, two small red 
peppers chopped fine (excluding all 
seeds but two or three), one teaspoon- 
ful alum and 
three 
tablespoonfuls 


white mustard seed. Bring to a good 
scald am! cover the pickles, which 
may be kept in glass cans or a stone 
jar. A horseradish or grape leaf laid 
over the jar will keep 
the vinegar 


from moulding. The use of a little 
sugar even with sour pickles is to be 
commended, as it gives the pickles a 
mellow taste and preserves the vine- 
gar.

But-all the same it is the fifth 
without sugar." 


Gunda at the.top of his cage has a 


large box with a cover in which ne is 
supposed to put all the pennies he 
gets and attached to it is a bell 
which he has been trained to ring 
every time he deposits a coin. 


"You seem hiirt," the intelligent ele- 


phant continued, "because I did not 
receive your money on deposit. May 
I ask of what good is money to me 
unless it is converted into something 
to eat? I don't do my own marketing 
now and the result is that I have had 
to make a little rule that whenei-er 
I have taken four pennies in this way 
the keepers give me a peanut or a 


lump of sugar. Otherwise I refuse to 
bank. 


"Once I started out to spt-ail thin 


money myself. This right ear tells 
the story. -Did you banyan, j^ notice 
that candy booth as yuu earns in? 
One day early in the summer when 
they took sse for a walk in the park 
I robbeci my bank and started off with 
a trunk full of money. I've heard that 
men start away with trunks full of 
coins just the same way, only that 
they get further than I got. 


"When I reached the booth I laid 


the cash on the counter and helped 
myself to what I thought I ought to 
have for it. 
1 had twenty-four of 


those yellow copper things and I took 
for them a can of cold sweet stuff and 
fire or six boxes of colored sugar and 
a big cloth sack full of peanuts. The 
unworthy man who was behind the 
counter began to curse and use large 
words. I picked him up and threw 
him into the buffalo range and broke 
a few chairs and counters to make 
him remember that I hal called and 
that I wanted to get the worth of my 
money. It seems to me the only ele- 
phant that has a bank account ought 
to have more attention than he gave 
tn me. Well, my keepers seemed to 


think differently and that is why I do 
not spend my own money any more. 


Gunda, the elephant financier, col- 


lects between S2 and ?3 every week, 
which is divided among the 
three 


keepers in the house in which he 
dwells. In order to keep him in the 
collecting hur^nr, "ov-:evcr, the kef •> 


j.ers have to see that .he gets some- 
thing he likes to eat, for otherwise 
every fourth or fifth coin he gathers 
he will throw the money back at the 
donors. The beast will faithfully de- 
posit the mouey,in the bank, which is 
placed on top of his cage, and ring the 
bell attached to it as long as there 
is a saccharine reward forthcoming. 
When there is no prospect of any he 
closes the bank. 


Dr. William T. Hornaday, director 


of the Bronx Zoological garden, has a 
collection of strange coins which Gun- 
da has taken in through his financial 
operations. Kreutzeers, kopecks, pfen- 
nings, piastres are there, to say noth- 
ing of beer and soda checks, private 
store checks, metal blanks and poker 
chips. One of these days the director 
will piace this interesting collection 
on view, just to show that Gunda has 
not yet been long enough here to 
avoid taking bad monev. 


Signs Point to a Quiet Fall 


and Winter in Trust 


Matters. 


Washington, Sept. 2S.—Coincident 


with the return of Attorney General 
Bonaparte to Washington is a. growth 
in the opinion that there will be con- 
siderably less activity in the matter 
of trust prosecutions during the fall 
and winter. The outlook is expected 
to bo more clearly define;! in the near 
future, partly by the general state- 
ments that will be made by the presi- 
dent 
in his speeches 
and partly 


through the actual announcements ol 
policy that will come, it is supposed, 
from the department of justice. Plans 
as to what is to be done are still in a 
formative condition there and the au- 
thorities are not willing to predict 
definitely anything new except prob- 
ably the taking up of the familiar | 
harvester trust matter, which has al-' 
ready beep threshed out by well in- 
formed officials and is thought to have 
an insufficient basis behind it. 
On 


hand for further action are, of course, 
the suits already instituted by .the 
government 
against 
the 
tobacco 


trust and the powder trust. Nothing 
positive can be learned about the oth- 
er subjects that were formerly said 
to be in consideration. 


Work of Past Summer. 


That the work of the past summer 


has been unfortunate many officials 
now freely admit. The receivership 
plaif was not favorably regarded eith- 
er by the wiser government officials 
or the public, and it is doubtful wheth- 
er the department will endeavor to 
make any use of this oddity in carry- 
ing on the cases. In both the powder 
trust and tobacco trust cases it has 
been included in the petitions, but 
only in company with other proposed 
remedies, any one of which might 
serve as a substitute. 
The confident 


predictions that were made as to per- 
sonal prdssctitions are also "hung up" 
thus far and there is scant evidence 
at present that any action' whatever 
will be taken !n those directions. Not 
a word is vouchsafed by the depart- 
ment officials with reference to the 


Harrirnan case and not a worrl- re- 
garding the effort to put certain rich 
men who have been guilty of illegal 
methods "behind the bars." It is felt, 
therefore, in a good many quarters 
that it would have been better to sus- 
pend operations during the summer 
and not to file any suits or to indicate 
any line of campaigning until Inter 
and then to follow up vigorously such 
action as might be determined upon. 
That it was a 
tactical 
blunder to 


make known the policy in prospect 
finite so early, especially in view of 
the difficulty of living 
up 
to it in 


strictness, is very generally conceded. 
For these reasons, it is felt by some, 
the past summer's doings have been 
a rather serious setback to the anti- 
trust movement. 


Pushing Existing Suits. 


The powder and tobacco prosecu- 


tions will be carried forward probably 
with a somewhat altered method dur- 
ing the autumn months. In addition, 
work on the Standard OH prosecution 
will be pushed, so far as is practic- 
able. This suit, however, will be long 
drawn. It. is said by government offi- 
cers who have carefully investigated 
the situation that several weeks, if 
not months, will elapse before the in-i 
quiry in New York is completed. No j 
doubt, there will 
be long intermis- 


sions during that period, but it will 
not be possible to make much pro- 
gress elsewhere until the work in j 
New York is terminated. There- will, 
of course, be a good many delays with i 
reference to the tobacco ?.nd powder j 
suits before they will get fairly be- 
fore the courts. Tlijs means that little 
in the way of definite results is to he j 
expected during the 
autumn along i 


any of these lines. President Roose- 
velt's message is understood to be 
practically completed and this means 
that he is ready to go before congress i 
on the record he has already made on j 
the trust question. In fact, it is pro- 
dieted by many that there will not be 
much of fresh interest in the way of 
prosecutions before the next presi- 
dential election. The proceedings al- 
readv under way will go through the.f l

Amending Anti-Trust Act. 


The question which is now receiv- 


ing the most interested attention from 
government, officers is whether any 
legislation on trust questions can be 
secured from congress prior to the 
close of the next session. 
That such 


legislation is desirable is very gener- 
ally conceded. Chairman Knapp. of 
the interstate commerce commission, 
in his recent address at Chicago, ex- 
pressed opinions hostile to the Sher- 
man act, which he has been known 
to entertain for years past and which 
he shares in common with other in- 
fluential administration men, includ- 
ing, to some extent at least, the presi- 
dent. Mr. Roosevelt is fully expected 
to renew the suggestion he made in 
his -last message relative to exempt- 
ing the railroads from the anti-pooling 
provisions of existing lav.- and will be 
likely to carry his suggestions still 
further. 
With this disposition on the 


part of the executive the question of 
amending the act is seen to rest en- 
tirely with congress. That body will 
look at the subject fi-om the stand- 
point of political expediency from the 
outset. It is not considered a bad pre- 
liminary 
to a 
campaign 
to enact 


something in regard to the trust, ques- 
tion. 
Indeed, there is precedent for 


such action in past legislation.

Syracuse, N. T., Sept.- 28.—Syracuse 


university is preparing for the formal 
opening next month of its stadium, 
the largest and most complete athletic 
field in America, made possible by the 
gift of John D. Archbold, of the Stand- 
ard Oil company. 


Two years have elapsed since work 


on Uie"stadiiirii' was'begunl It-is^now 


nearly complete, and when the work- 
men take leave of 
the campus the 


huge structure will havs represented 
an expenditure of ?600,000. The aim 
of the 
university • authorities is,to 


have the most complete athletic plant 
in the world, and with this end in 
view, a gymnasium building will be 
erected at the east end o£_th,& stoaium 
at "a'.''cost -of ^$400,000, maklng/ah- ex-: 


penditure of ?1,OOG,000 for the promo- 
tion of athletics. 


The stadium forms an oval like the 


old Roman coliseum, following the 
resemblance even to the tunnel from 
which the gladiators of old used to 
emerge to slay each other or the beast 
they were matched against. Around 
the entire stadium are grouped tiers 
of seats eighteen deep,.one above the 
other, each elevation being two feet. 


The capacity 
of the field is 20,000 


seated spectators. 
The stadium at 


Harvard university has a gross capac- 
ity of something like 40,000 specta- 
tors, but in its permanent structure, 
it is said, it cannot accommodate any 
more than that, of Syracuse. 
It is 


pointed out that, the hygienic .qual- 
ities and the precautions for safety 
in. the Syracuse stadium render it'su- 
perior to any of a similar kind In the 


world. 


It is 700 feet Ions and 500 feet wide. 


The length of the playing arena is 550 
feet and the breadth 350 feet. In the 
excavation work 1,200,000 tons of soil 
were removed and an average of 500 
men have been employed daily. Not 
a pound of stone has been used in the 
construction. 
The stadium is built 


entirely of concrete, and thus far 30,- 
000 tons have been used.

' 


On everv possible occasion and upon 
the slightest possible excuse the Japi- 
nese verp.MCUIar 
press pours 
forth the 
charge that the Christian missionaries— 
particulHrly the American missionaries— 
ar» 
inspiring 
the. Koreans 
to 
revolt 


against the Japanese. 
"The fact that these charges are grossly 
false, that they have been time niter 
time disproved, nvcn that they have been 
just as frequently repudiated by the Jap- 
anese authorities, makes no difference j 
with the irresponsible press of Japan. It i 
is perfectly -well known to the editors of 
and writers for these newspapers that. | 
instead of advising their people to plunge 
themselves into a resistance that would 
be worse than useless, the activity of 
the missionaries has been on directly op- 
posite lines. 
They know. too. that the 
American missionaries have of late been 
so strongly pro-Japanese as to have in 
some instances seriously endangered their 
work among the Koreans. 
They also 
know that if alny element amomr the 
missionaries is an'.i-Tspfinese it is the 
British element—the subjects of the na- 
tion of "beloved alliance." 
Making every due allowance lor the 


irresponsibility 
of most of the 
minor j 
newspapers of Japan and of the members | 
of their several staffs, one cannot help 
being convinced that these attacks are 
the result of studied purpose, to hit the 
heads of Christian missionaries whenever 
bv any pretext they can make the oppor- ( 
tiinity. and that a particular delight is ' 
taken in making the Americans the tar- 
gets for these attacks. 


Overdo Their Part. 
While this apparently concerted effort 


to stir up public sentiment against Chris- 
tians in general and American Christians 
in particular is a serious matter, it 
sometimes has a ludicrous side, for in 
their efforts 
to find something1 upon 
which to build their criticisms these 
anti-American 
agitators 
overdo 
their 
part in a way that ought to embarass 
them if anything could. 
There was a sensational picture drawn 
the other day of an American missionary 
who had chartered a special train and 
hurried south to organise a force of two 
thousand Christians to fight the Japanese. 
Many an "extra" was put out In Korea 
and Japan to give proper emphasis to 
that story. 
The facts were that Dr. Scranton, who 
because of his known friendship for the 
Japanese will be at the head of the new 
government hospital, 
was 
telegraphed 
that a missionary whose station is at an 
isolated little town south of Seoul had 
been prostrated by sunstroke. The man 
and wife were alone in their home, the 
wife distracted by her husband's condi- 
tion Tl'h no possibility 
of 
obtaining 
medical assistance anywhere near at 
hand. 
Dr. Scranton found that to wait 
for the regular train would entail the 
loss of nearly twenty-four hours of time 
and perhaps a valuable life. 
Upon rep- 
resenting the facts to the Japanese rail- 
way authorities, they promptly placed an 
engine and car at his disposal and he 
reached his patient in time to save him. 
At a military barracks not far away Dr. 
Scranton found an excellent Japanese 
army surgeon who took charge of the 
case -when he came away. 
And yet upon these facts the anti- 
Arnerica.n press manufactured its story 
of the "American missionary organizing 
a force of two thousand Christians to 
fight the Japanese!" Of course these pa- 
pers have not since been able to find time 
or space to deny that story. 
When the news came of the outbreak 
on Kangwha Island there was an exas- 
perating dearth of details in al! respons- 
ible quarters. There is no communica- 
tion between the island and the mainland 
save by boat. The Japanese soldiers sent 
there were .too busy to think of anything 
save reinforcements, and no Koreans or 
foreigners could get away. 
Accused the Americans. 
But there w->re no lack of lurid details 


in these Jai;:.nese newspapers. 
They 


told how the American missionaries were 
the real leaders of the attack upon the 
Japanese troops: how these missionaries 
had inspired the Korean soldiers to mvi- 
tiny, and how the "army" of Korean 
soldier^ and rioters who attacked the 
Japanese fought 
nr-eav a great 
white 
cross as their war banner! 
Now it happens that there wa.s not a 
single American missionary on Kangwha 
at the time nor had there been. 
Several 


British missionaries were there, but the 
official Japanese reports bear out the 
statement that all of the efforts of these 
missionaries were 
exerted—and 
vigor- 
ously exerted—to the end of preventing 
their converts 
from joining with 
the 
Korean soldiers and rioters, and 
that 
these efforts were successful. Indeed, it 
has just developed that Bishop Turner. 
head of the Arrglican church in Korea, 
had a narrow escape from death at the 
tiie hands of a handful of drunken Ko- 
rean soldiers exasperated at his Insist- 
once upon keeping the Christians upon 
tin- island from joining with them. 
He 
would have been shot down had not a 
number of 
Korean 
Christians thrown 


themselves around him as a bodyguard. 
These are two examples of the many 
sinister attacks upon the missionaries, 
r.ll of them aimed particularly at 
the 
Americans. 
Utter absence of facts to 


support these charges in no wise handi- 
caps the men and the newspapers mak- 
ing them. It is perfectly well known to 
them that most, if not all. the American 
missionaries have 
been espousing 
the 
Japanese cause, for they have had a good 
deal to say about Marquis Ito's shrewd- 
noss in winning them. 
But this knowl- 
edge is not permitted 
to affect 
their 
anti-Christian and 
anti-American 
cru- 


sade. 
It seems to be the deliberate purpose of 
these Japanese papers, some of which 
are widelv read, to do everything in their 
power to fire the people with hatred for 
Americans and 
<IThristi3ns, and in this 
they ar^ as unscrupulous as they are in- 
sistent.

organisations of this character. 
So 


fir from being composed of French 
colonists or "indigenes," 
it is pre- 


requisite of enlistment that the re- 
cruit shall not cave been born iu 
France or in the French allegiance. 
If he is a native of France or any one 
of the French possessions a positive 
denial is given uis application for en- 
listment, however short the legion 
may bo of its authoriz.d 
strength. 


Consequently the legion, which is di- 
vided into two regiments of four bat- 
talions each, is the most polyglot 
corps that marches under the banner 
of any power in the world. In its 
ranks are found Austrians, Germans, 
Spaniards, Italians, Portuguese, Eng- 
lishman, 
wandering South 
Ameri- 


cans and .an occasional native of the 
United States. German deserters are 
"railroaded" 
into 
tho 
legion, 
the 


French believing that a dog that will 
fe:ch will carry. 


Everything in France 
capable of 


historical treatment has its historian, 
and the picturesque aspects of tho 
legion hf.s not been neglected. A few 
years ago M. Georges d' Esparbes. for 
lack, of a better, wrote most entertain- 
ingly of life in the corps. 
His book 


was readable, but there was an ah- 
sence of certainty as to his basic cal- 
culations, which was not unnatural, 
considering how many of the legion- 
aries have good reason not to reveal 
their antecedents. 
M. d'Esparbes, 


however, got at general truths accur- 
ately enough and divided the legion 
into two elements, one composed of 
men who had failed, and whose pride 
inspired them to hide 
themselves 


from a world that had known them 
before their failure, and the other 
made up of those who had left their 
countries for their countries' good. 
He found in the legion many with the 
accomplishments of educated men of 
the world and not a few 
scholars. 


One legionary was conversant with 
so many languages that he was turn- 
ing an honest penny as an instructor 
in his few hours of leisure. Another 
was believed to be an Italian tenor 
who once charmed Paris. A corporal 
who died in the service was discov- 
ered by papers he left to bave once 
been an Austrian 
colonel of 
en 


gineers. The legion is pre-eminently 
distinguished for three qualities—its 
courage, its intelligence and its dissi- 
pation. 
Most of its soldiers do not 


want to remember. 
Liquor is cheap 


in Algeria, where the legion has its 
headquarters, and is consumed in 
euormous quantities by men who, like 
Sir Walter Scott's outlaws, forget 
what once they were nor think what 
they are now. 


The early history of the legion is 


somewhat cloudy, but its name seized 
upon the imagination of the world 
when Mrs. Norton wrote her famous 
poem. "The soldier of the legion,' 
must have died in Algiers early in the 
French campaign or conquest of that 
country which opened in 1S30, but 
which was wagered 
for seventeen 


years. He came from Germany from 
Bingen on the Rhine, and was not the 
first German by scores of thousands 
who had fallen under the tricolor. Na- 
poleon employed German soldiers in 
masses, and not only Germans but all 
foreigners on whom he could lay his 
hands. 
Frenchmen were in such a 


minority in the army he led into Rus- 
sia that he boasted to a Russian offi- 
cer that he should lose only one 
Frenchman "and four pigs"'for every 
five rotssians that fell, and therefore 
had the advantage over the czar. 
His great rival, England, was a most 
energetic recruiter of foreign 
regi- 


ments. Not ouly was the king's Ger- 
man legion distinguished in the Pen- 
insula and at Waterloo, but other for- 
eigners drew British pay. There was 
a foreign regiment in the attack on 
Plattsburg in 1S14 jfrom its name pre- 
sumably Swiss. 
The Swiss "hired 


out" as soldiers almost down to our 
time. 
The last conspicuous appear- 


ance of Swiss regiments was less 
than fifty years ago, when those in 
the service of the Neapolitan Bour- 
bons, pampered mercenaries, mutinied 
and 
were 
suppressed 
with 
great 


bloodshed. 
Save the pope's Swiss 


guards, which are more for ornament 
than use, the Swiss are no longer the 
mercenaries they once were, faithful, 
brave and detested by the people 
among whom they were stationed as 
the unthinking agents of depotism.

N order to present this subject 


properly it should bejconsidered in 
relation to the various conditions

Among the crops that are only par- 


tially utilized, the straw from the small 
.grains is in my opinion the most neg- 
lacted of all by-products and^ right at 
the outset I want to protest against 
burning it and allowing the whole 
value to be dissipated in th!n air to 
our own sorrow and the injury of pos- 
terity. 


In order to derive the most feeding 


value .from our straw It must be prop- 
erly secured. As much care should be 
taken to keep it clean and bright as 
-we take with our hay. 
If your grain 


Is to be threshed in the barn, plan to 
have the separator set so that the 
straw may be blown to another mow 
and not have It run outside. 


If stacked, have a good stack that 


will shed water. If hauled to the barn 
before threshing'it may be left until 
late in the fall before it is threshed 
and .thus save the straw from the ex- 
posure to the fall rains. 
• 


All practical farmers admit that if 


'•we make our farms pay we must in- 
crease the fertility of our land, and to 
do this to the best advantage we must 
keep more stock. 


Here the question arises, "Ho-« 


we to flo.lt?" If we grow plenty ai 
grain, to feed them'we will not have 
enough hay to feed while they are 
consuming the grain and it is a poor 
System of feeding- that does not provide 
abundance' of rough fodder for live 
stock. 


One remedy is to make such use of 


the straw that it will take the place of 
hay and otlisr crops that are used for 
forage. 
If we take special pains In 


cutting and curing our grain and in 
the saving of the straw it will make a 
very-good substitute for hay, especially 
•when run through a cutting machine 
and fed -with ground grain. 


Many farmers in the West grow 


large fields of grain and keep but 
little live stock on account of the ex- 


-tra expense for help in caring for 


them. To these men I would advlsa 
keeping a large quantity of straw in 


" rthe barn-yard or fsed lot and allow- 


Ing the herd to get It into manure as 


, fast as possible. This may be hauled 


to the field and used, to profitable ad- 
vantage on any farm the writer ever 
visited. 
It is surprising how much 


manure' may be made from a stack of 
straw and how much feed the animals 
will get out of it If they are allowed 
to pick it over. 


Sheep like it remarkably well, and 


if spread in their yard or placed In 
their feed racks they will work it all 
over and pick out every head with 
grain In It and the other parts that 
they like. 


I am not recommending the use of 


straw alone for the feeding of stock, 
but rather to show its feeding value 
when fed with other rough feed or al- 
ternated with hay, corn stover or other 
roughage. 


The reason many farmers dislike'to 


feed straw is because they will feed 
out everything else first and then 
feed straw and expect the same re- 
sults as are- made when feeding with 
other coarse and more expensive fod- 
der.

- For bedding animals straw used 
freely will save 'food and promote 


'-health, thrift and comfort and make 


manure which will contain, in addi- 
tion to the direct value of the straw 
itself, which I think is under-estimat- 
ed by many farmers, all of the drop- 


" pings and liquids of'Which a large 


proportion would otherwise go to 
'jraste. 


Among other uses may be mentioned 


.^top dressing green lands, mulching 
berries, fruit trees and other work in 
the garden or fruit orchard. 


• 
Another great waste comes from the 


handling of the corn crop, especially 
in the Tfsst, where practically no use 
is made of the stalks except to allow 
the cattle to run over the field during 
the winter and eat what they want of 
the dry and bleached fodder. 


In the eastern dairying sections the 


silo has been a salient factor in sav- 
ing the corn crop to the most profit- 
able and economical advantage and 
we cultivate the corn crop to raise the 
same parts that the farmer of the 
West allows to go to waste on his 
farm. 
" In many sections of the country the 
Idea seems to prevail that corn stover 
has very little feeding value, and In 
different localities different methods 
of harvesting are followed. But when 
properly handled the real feeding val- 
ue of the stalks is more than that of 
the grain, and of all ways to secure 
the stalks the silo will keep them in 
the most palatable form for feed, 
and to tho dairy farmer who is feed- 
Jrg a large number of cattle from a 
small amount of land It Is almost in- 
dlspanstblo. 


To the man without a silo the best 


means of preserving the stover will 
-be to cut the plant close to the base 
when about half of the leaves are 
dead and place in a shock with the 
tops tied together to shed rain. After 
standing a while the ears and husks 
and the.stalks placed back together to 
complete the curing process. 


When a husking machine la em- 


ployed the stover will be cut and 
shredded and run Into the barn, but 
many farmers do not like to have 
very much shredded fodder on hand 
nt a time for the reason that It is very 
difficult to keep unless everything is 
very dry and free from moisture. 


We have found it an excellent plan 


to run the shreded fodder through 
our ensilage cutter and put it in the 
slip, taking special pains to wet it by 
allowing an Inch stream of water" to 
run into the blower on the cutter all 
of the time while the machine was 
running. This causes It to pack more 
solidly all the time and the feed is 
very satisfactory in ail respects. 


Corn stover should not be fed alono 


If good results are expected, for it is 
not as palatable as hay, and an ani-

connection with feeds rich in protein. 


There are numerous other crops that 


may be utilized in many sections, such 
as beans, which make an excellent pig 
food when cooks'! <".^<i fed In a por- 
ridge. 
, Small potatoes are a good form of 
succulent, feed for all farm animals 
during that time when other feeds of 
that nature are not available. 


I have tried to cover only those 


crops that stand 
out 
conspicuous 


among the farm crops that the farmers 
are annually wasting millions of dol- 
lars through not propedly utilizing to 
the most profitable advantage. 


The time has'come when every acre 


of land that can be classed as agricul- 
tural land Is being farmed, and unless 
we adopt better methods of utilizing 
our crops to improve the fertility of 
our soil we will In a short time find 
profitable production impossible. 


It is a clear case of "get in line or

RAVAGES OP THE STRAWBERRY 


GRUB. 


The workings of the white grub In 


newly set strawberry fields annually 
causes much loss; much more, per- 
hays than it is commonly realized. 
Vacancies here and there amount to 
quite a little sometimes when taken 
In the aggregate. 


The more intensive the culture and 


higher the prices prevailing the greater 
the loss In money. 


The grub begins his -work as soon 


as the plants are set and continues 
his operations throughout the life of 
the plantation. 


As this strawberry pest works on 


the roots of the plants only, there Is 
no chance to reach his case with ar- 
senltes. The only thing to do is to 
hunt him out and kill him. This may 
seem to be something of a job, but it 
is the only way out. 


If a plant appears to he wilting or 


out of condition, not keeping up with 
itti fellows, nine chances in ten a grub 
will be feeding on its roots. It is not 
often that his presence can be de- 
tected in time to save the plant in a 
condition that will warrant its reten- 
tion in the row of plants. " However, 
by destroying the grub other plants 
In the row may be saved, as these 
grubs have ferocious appetites, a sim- 
ple specimen may be responsible for 
a large vacancy. 


By having a piece of ground under 


cultivation two or three years pre- 
vious to setting to strawberry plants 
there will be a comparatively small 
loss from this source, but we never 
yet had a plantation that was perfect- 
ly free from this pest. We annually 
save many plants by keeping an eye 
open for signs of his workings.—M. X.

HERE lay the people amidst the 
heaps of quail, where they had

And so it was that there soon came 


to be a marked division among the 
people. 
Those who following 
the 


lead of Moses went daily to the out- 
skirts of the camp, and not only found 
the manna, but that invigorating fel- 
lowship which comes from reliance 
upon God and doing his will, and 
those who gave themselves up to the 
appetites and lusts, and fed to the full 
upon the flesh which they had gath- 
ered. 


Thus matters stood in the camp of 


Israel when one day it was rumored 


I that sickness had broken out among 


I the people. Moses vrent out to inves- 


tigate and he found that there were 
indeed those who were ill, but when 
he admonished than to give up their 
evil ways and turn to the Lnrd, they 
sp'-iraed him, saying: 


"What would you have us do? Re- 


turn to the diet of manna? Rather 
would we die with the quail between 
our teeth than starve to death because 
we have nothing but manna." 


So it is ever with the soul that has 


given itself utterly to the gratifica- 
tion of the fleshly desires. It does 
not seem that anything else can ever 
satisfy but that which feeds the gross- 
er desires, and so there is the cling- 
ing to that which means certain dis- 
ease and death, and the turning from 
that which would give life and health 
and satisfaction. 


As the days went by the sickness 


like a scourge swept through 
the 


camp, and the stricken ones, no long- 
er able to eat of the flesh which now 
they loathed, begged succor of those 
who daily gathered the manna, but as 
each household had only for its own 
naeds, they were powerless to help. 


Again Moses pleaded with 
them 


that they rise and gather the manna 
for themselves, but the people woulc 
not, 
for as soon as they began to 


get better, having refrained from par 
Uking of the flesh, they again chose 
the quail, saying that they could not 
eat the manna and. live. 


Discouraged and saddened, Moses 


withdrew, realizing that it was use- 
less for him to further appeal to the 
people to turn to the Lord, but that 
he must let the sin.of the people run 
its course. 
Soon death was stalking 


through the carnp of Israel, and with 
grim hand was claiming the people by 
the scores and the hundreds. Whole 
families were wiped out and the por- 
tion of Israel that had refrained from 
eating the flesh to the full, and had 
gathered the daily portion of manna 
were forced to bear the dead to their 
graves and bury them. 


But among those dying hosts of Is- 


rael there were some who turned to 
the Lord in their extremity, and who, 
although sick, and wan and weak,

In Rome, where the Jews lived only 


on sufferance, one of the greatest in- 
dignities to which they were subjected 
was their compulsory participation in 
the races on the Corso at the Carnival, 
where, amid the jibes and jeers of the 
attendants, Jews were forced to race 
v.-ith asses, buffaloes 
end 
Barbary 


horses. 


Read the stories of the old Euro- 


pean ghettos. What advantage was-it 
to be a Jew? Excluded from civic priv- 
ileges and from political office; not 
.dmitted into any military -organiza- 
ion; denied the right to own real 
state; shut out from all trades and 
ndustrial branches, so that 
Moses 


Mendelssohn, a hundred years 
ago, 


iithily described the condition of his 
ieople in the remark, "Our hands are 
jound, and we are blamed for not us- 
ng them." The Jews were forced to 
iay liberally for the privilege of resi- 
dence in the city, and, as their proxi- 
mity to a church was looked upon as a 
:ontamination and a desecration, they 
were compelled to huddle together in 
a street set apart for them; they were 
hut up like marked creatures in a 
pen; shut off from conversation with 
thers, as though their touch was un- 
holy and their presence a curse; and 
hey were locked in every night, so 
hat all intercourse between them and 
he Christians might be impossible, 
n these prison-like 
tenements, 
for 


well-nigh four hundred years, their 
jodies and minds were stunted. 


- Ancient Restrictions. 


They were forbidden not only to live 


n the locality which they might pre- 
fer, but denied the sidewalk in the 
daytime—they had to take to the mid- 
dle of the street; they had to remove 
:heir hats to every 
passes-by who 


would call out, "Jew, make your bowr" 
Jjey were denied even fresh air, a 
right not denied to the beasts—for In 
?rankiort the Jews were not permitted 
even to walk in the squares surround- 
ed with trees and flowers; they might 
not walk even in the path leading to 
:hem. 
One general rale was: "No 


Jew allowed on a green spot." The 
oublic squares-in the city they dared 
not walk uppnt^ If a Jew presumed 
to walk on any of these 
forbidden 


places, passers-by would snatch his 
iiat from his head. 


The only day the Jews were toler- 


ated even on the side of the space on 
which the City Hall stood was on 
New Year's day, when 
they 
came 


there by order with their gift of fine 
spices, which they were expected to 
give to every councilman, to pledge 
their ailsgiance to the city fathers and 
express their gratitude for" the privi- 
lege of living in the worst spot in the 
city. 
This was the only occasion 


when the Jew dared to enter the City 
Hall from the front; if, at any other 
time, he had any business, he had to 
come in through the back door; and, 
when the town council showed them- 
selves powerless to guard the Jews, 
their protection reverted to the em- 
peror, and they became his private 
property. 


Russian Cruelties. 


Even today in Russia, to celebrate 


Easter, the mobs, singing anthems of 
praise to Jesus the Jew, sweep his un- 
fortunate brothers through the streets, 
outrage the 
womanhood of. their 


daughters, butcher them in cold blood, 
and then pillage and burn their .dwel- 
lings; while priestly murderers, with 
the sword in one hand and the cross 
in the other, sing Te Deums to the 
Most High and swing their unholy 
censers in the air in thankfulness for 
the slaughter of his chosen people. 


From a worldly view-point, even in 


America the question may be asked, 
What advantage hath the Jew? Here 
he has a double claim to recognition 
—the claim of the man under the wide 
tolerance of the twentieth century 
and the claim of the American citizen 
under the broad spirit of the Ameri-

constitution.

The word taboot,

strips, covered with highly colored paper, 
and it is always decorated with isinglass, 
gold and silver paper, glass balls and 
ranch red and green point On the ninth" 
day of the festival of Taboots tie taboota 
are carried In a procession tiroogb.' the 
streets of the various cities In India. On 
the tenth day all the taboots are thrown 
Into some river, and thus ends the Mo- 
hammedan festival of Taboots.
